SUMMARY

Synopsis of Bill

House Bill 20 appropriates $230 thousand from the general fund to the Children, Youth and
Families Department (CYFD) for FY04 and FYO05 for continued operations of the McKinley
County Juvenile Crisis Center.

The bill contains an emergency clause. The bill provides any unexpended or unencumbered bal-
ance at the end of FY05 shall revert to the general fund.
